Thanks first to all the folks who sent me suggestions about 

the frequency counter ideas. I have come down to three options: 

get the S&S counter and try to find smaller leds that fit the 
electronical innards of the rest of the kit. That is: get something 
and then blow it up trying to modify it. Twooth, try to use what I 
got by adding some other stuff to it. That is: you have something 
and you want to blow it up trying to modify it. Threeth, learn to 
live with analog, mechanical dials and their subtle distinctions of 
variation. What I do? ?Quien sabe? 


All this talk about zero bleats is driving me nuts. I mean, I had 

for many years a radio sans rit. It got used to calling people and 
then having them shift out somewhere and then try to copy those called 
at their new frequency. Then I got a rit radio and discovered that 
people still do that, even when the rit is on. Many a time the one 

or the other of us would be talking throught a slow drift into 
stranger places than you could imagine. When I got into DCrx sets, 

I learned that it's much nice to have some sort of zero bleat system 
than none at all. Generally, I run the sidetone sig through the cw 
filter (so I get a real sine wave or at least a close approximation) 
tuned to what offset I wanted. It works great. As long as my receiver 
doesn't drift. Right. But with all filters on and things cut down to 

a very refined number, I have learned to listen for the tell-tale sound 
of occupancy: key clicks or splutter. 


How many radios are there out in the planetary void with a real sine 
wave sidetone? Not too many, I'd bet. One of my constant complaints 
about Ten Tec stuff (of my past recognition) was the bitter sounding 
side tone oscillator that they use. The one in the Argosy is a classic 
case. And no, I do not remember what the Argonaut of some 20 years ago 
sounded like. But it drives me nuts trying to get the other guy tuned 
in when my ear has become accustomed to the ZEEE ZEEE ZEEE sound of 
present tech side tones. WHich is why, despite it's being qsk-less, 

I still like the TR7 sidetone. It's built by listening to a xtal filter 
what runs into the receiver product detector and feeds the cw sig 

off set to the tx system. What you hear is what's going out. And it 
sounds like a note, not a poorly-tuned clarinet in the hands of a 3 
year old even with good chops. 


And so far, I have had QSOs on 30m with maybe four list subs. Pretty 
slim action, unless the rest of the subs are all those guys cruising 
along at 75 wom. Them, them I don't copy. I don't even read English 


text that fast. And I ain't got no computers in the shack ‘cause the 
lights dim enough already when I'm running the Argosy as it is. Just 
think of what I could do to a computer under such conditions. Ah, the 
mind reels and jigs, waltzes and turns, spins off into dervish-like 
trances. And I ain't even left the brain yet. Such adventures we have 
together, the brain and I. Too bad I can't get it to stay on topic.
